The Chilian Minister Htta No Mews. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 39.—Senor Laz- 


cano, the Chilian minister, said late 
last evening that ho had received no 
news from Chill other than tho dispatch 
from tho minister of foreign affairs 
given to the United Press yesterday. 


He was shown ithe dispatch received 


by the congressional envoys in Wash- 
ington, yesterday.announciug a victory 
for the congressional party, but said 
ho knew nothing concerning its con- 
tents. 


Doubts the Report. 


NEW 
YORK, Aug. 29.—Charles K. 


Flint, tho Chilian consul, stated yester- 
day that he was Inclined to doubt the 
news received hero Thursday to the ef- 
fect that the insurgent army had sur- 
rendered to Balmaceda. He is confi- 
dent that if such were the case he 
would have been cabled the news at 
once. Tho first dispatch come from 
Santiago, 100 miles away from 
tho 


scone of the battle, and consequently 
was unreliable. 


News by Steamer From lonlQUe. 


SAN DIEOO, Cal., Aug. 29. — The 


steamship Sirius, which loft Iqnique, 
Chill, on August 2, arrived here Thurs- 
day. 
At the time of the departure of 


the Sirius tho Insurgents woro Bonding 
0,000 soldiers south,! their destination 
boing unknown. There is no direct 
communication with Iquiquo, the cable 
being cut. The foreign residents be- 
lievo that Balmaceda will be victorious.

cabled to the state deportment by the 
United States consul at Val]»araiso set- 
tles beyond doubt the conflicting re- 
ports of tho past few days concerning 
tho condition of affairs at the seat of 
war.

NEW YOBH, Aug. 29.—E. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade says: 


Tho speculation In breaQHtu0a has broken 
down. Tbe failure to export at more than 
abont (1.10 for wheat has administered the 
corrective which this trade greatly needs. 
Tho threatened withdrawal of the crop by 
the Farmers* Alliance amounts to BO llttlo 
that receipts wore 11,400,000 bushels for tho 
last week reported, against 1,900,000 for tho 
corresponding week last year, with receipts 
of other grain slightly decreased. 'Money Is 
moving rapidly to tho Interior, hut the 
treasury has been strengthening Itself, add- 
ing I2,BOO,000 to Its gold for tlio week, and 
also taking In $900,000 more treasury notes 
than It has put out. Tho speculation In 
grain was helped for a day or two by tho k-o- 
port that Kusala was about to impose a tax 
on exports of wheat. This was quickly de- 
nied, and tho prioo declined, and is over t 
cents lower for tho week. Tlio exports of 
wheat for the week are about six times 
those of last yoar, though somewhat less 
than a year ago for flour, and much loss for 
corn. Tho market for Iron shows some- 
what larger sales 
and a 
Letter 
do- 
mnnd, though new brands of 
Virginia 
iron 
aro still 
offered 
at low prices. 
Allttle Improvement Is seen In bar Iron, and 
plates aro more active, though prices aro 
very low. 
Structural Iron Is In fair demand 
bnt not stronger In price. Tho demand for 
rails Is stagnant, tho combination having 
succeeded In so fur maintaining tbopjjloo 
that buyers arc disposed to wait as long aa 
possible. Inthemlnormetais no change Is 
aaen In prices. Trade Is bettor at lioston, 
with special Improvement In boots and 
shoes. A slight improvement Is seen In 
leather at Philadelphia, though buyers aro 
cautious, but lumber Is quiet, tho building 
trade being stagnant, and orders for woolen 
goods are backward. Trade at Cleveland 
shows some gain over last year, and at Cin- 
cinnati a fair Improvement in groceries, 
while at Ohloago receipts ot wheat are In- 
creased four-fold BB compared with last 
year, and Increase Is soon In flour and 
eheeie, and In sales of dry goods, clothing 
and shoes, but a decrease of one-half In 
cured moats, a third In lard, and some de- 
crease In butter, hides ami oats. A heavy 
Ineroaso Is seen In trade at St. Louis, coun- 
try merchant* buying liberally, and trade Is 
Improved at Kansas Olty, and at Minneapo- 
lis nnd St. Paul, harvest prospects being 
ol tho brightest, At Nashville tho grocery

Killed at Btanton. 


J. D. Malley, fireman on angina 676, 


train No. 43, due hen ai 10:15 p. m, wai 
inetantly killed at Stanton, on the St 
Loutabranohof the Wabssh toad, last 
evening shortly after 8 o'clock. The 
train left St. Loom on time. It makes 
only three atopa ooming to Deostnr, at 
Edwardsville Junction, Litohfleld and 
Tsylorville. It is a fart tram, and wai 
.dashing through Stan ton, when the north 
'side of the engine etraok the comer of a 
freight oar which had ran down on the 
side-track to the frog until the comer 
brand an obstruction, John P. Ryder, 
the engineer in charge, as well ae the fire- 


man, 
wad looking ahead for danger, and 


both saw the obstruction, bat it was too 
late. In a flash the engine struck the 


oar, and the aide of the cab was torn 
off, 


and poor Malley went with it, being 
crashed to death. Byder shot ofl steam 
and applied the air brakes instantly, 
stopping the train within ita length. 
Then lighta were procured and the lite- 
lees body of Malley was found on the 
ground just opposite the gangway where 
the engine stopped. An examination by 
a physician anmmoned to render aid if 
possible, revealed that big skull had been 
crushed at the base of the brain on both 
sides of the bead. There was a fracture 
of the skull and a long scalp wound on 
the left temple. Bin face was badly cot 
and bruised, and on the left aide his 
breast was crashed and hifi ribs broken. 
The 
left arm was broken in 
two 


places, above and below the elbow. 


The remains were pat on the train and 


brought to Deoator, being conveyed from 
the depot to the rooms of Undertaker 
Bollard. Another engine had to be pro- 
onred to bring the train to Deoatnr; it 
arrived here at 11:56 p.m. The engine 
and tender, as well as the end of the mail 
car were shattered, but none of the pas- 
sengers or train crew were injured. Mal- 
ley was the only unfortunate. Engineer 
Byder remained at Btaonton to testify at 
the inquest held last night. It is be- 
lieved the brake of the freight car bad 
been tampered with by boys, and as there 
was a grade at that end of the aiding, it 
la probable the oar moved down to the 
frog unknown to anybody about the sta- 
tion. 


The deceased was aged 25 years; he 


came here from Qalesbnrg, HI., and was 
an extra fireman on the Wabash. He 
was working' in place of Ed. O'Neill 
when he met his death. He was a brother 
of Conductor 0. P. Malley, whose ran is 
on the main line between Decatur and 
Quincy. 


The body of Malley was expressed to 


Qalesbnrg this afternoon for burial. A 
committee from John Raymond Lodge, 
of which deceased was a member, accom- 
panied the remains, as did also the 
brother of the fireman. The journey was 
made on the main line of the Wabash to 
Camp Point, thence north on the 0., £ 
& Q. road to Qalesbnrg. 


The verdict of the coroner's jury was 


not known at the hoar of going to press. 
The Sullivan freight crew was called to 
8 taunt on to-day to give testimony as to 
what condition they left the oars on de- 
parting from Stannton.

Lutheran Zion church of Lincoln, over 
which he has been pastor since 1871, was 
tried yesterday on charges of specula- 
tion, usury and falsehood. The offense 
consisted in dabbling hi building asso- 
ciation stock, which he when commanded 
to dispose of transferred to his wife. The 
board of trustees subsequently learned 
that he had transferred it to his wife and 
this created the the charge of falsehood. 
The meeting was conducted by repre- 
sentatives of the Synod, the Revs. J, 
Tranb, of Peoria, and Mennioke, of Book 
Island, who decided that Pastor Meyer 
had better seek other fields in order to 
restore harmony and satisfy the dis- 
gruntled members.
